General immunization against bacterial disease and viral 
diseases will be available.

Meanwhile, back on the moon, mining and manufactur¬ 
ing of propellants will be well along the. way. This would 
save millions of dollars on the way to the planets beyond.

To those who felt the bite of criticism during the past 
years, the experience was painful; if they had gone for years 
without serious comment, it was probebly downright 
shocking to them. 

But criticism Is one at the signs'of health in enter¬ 
tainment. 

And by criticism,.I don't mean Just what appears In print. 

That is only a small pert ot the vital growth of comment 
surrounding the theatre. 

Every person who pans or praises a show on his way out 
of the theatre, every member of the audience who registers 
an opinion to a neighbor, Is Just as much a critic as the 
newspaper reviewer.

It is a lira rid feeling, when you come 
ii* think about It, that with the turn 
the year; the (lays are already 
becoming longer, Every day. the sun 
rises about a minute earlier than it 
did the day before, the darkness falls 
alxxit a minute later. Not that the 
difference is noticeable yet, but the 
long trek back to balmy summer days 
has already started. • 

It is a satisfying thought, too. to 
realize that all the time we have been 
pottering away in our gardens at the 
humble chores of digging, planting, 
mowing and weeding, skilled plant 
breeders and hybridizers the world over 
have been beating their brains to 
crea# newer and better plants for us. 
Some of the 1966 models of the plant 
world are ditties. 

^Fcpbably the most interesting of the 
new flowers is a dwarf hybrid marigold 
called Yellow Nugget, developed by 
Burjce In California. The plant is a 
first-generation species hybrid with an 
African marigold as one parent and a 
French marigold as the other-the-first 
time these two species have been 
crossed successfully. 

One characteristic of a species 


hybrid Is Us unusual vigor afid endur¬ 
ance, one has only to think of the 
mule, a cross be I ween an ass and a 
mare but far tougher and hard-work- 
■mg than either of its parents. And tike 
the mule, the new Yellow ‘ Nugget 
marigold cannot reproduce; it cannot 
set seed nor beeotiM’ a parent, which 
makes it ah especially valuable plant 
fur bedding purposes. Ordinarily, when 
a flowering plant succeeds in setting 
seed. If quits blooming, fur its mission 
in life is accomplished* and this is why 
we must spend so much time dead¬ 
heading our plants — picking off the 
spent blooms before they can set seed. 
Yellow Nugget, which cannot sot seed. 
Just keeps on blooming from early 
summer until autumn frost. 

* * * i 

Yellow Nugget it dwarf and com¬ 
pact. standing about a foot tali and with 
a two-foot spread, and covering itself 
with fluffy yellow flowers, fully double 
.and about 2*i Inches across. According 
to early reports, it Is singularly rapid 
in growth, coming into bloom only 30 
days after the seeds are sown. 

You may remember the new snap¬ 
dragon called Tinkerheli, introduced 
last spring. , This one brought an 


entirely new look -to' the snapdragon 
family with Its rounded and slightly 
ruffled florets, rather like belli lowers 
with wide - open petals and graceful 
tliroats. Last year, Tlpkerbcll was availr 
abie only in_a pink shade: this yea* 
this delightful ne& snapdragon, can- be 
had in soft yellow, pink, salmon, crim¬ 
son, white and bronze. 

Also new for 1966 Is a green peeper 
to be known as Burpee’s Tasty Hybrid, 
especially .bred for tenderness and 
flavor. According to its originator, US* 
Tasty Hybrid pepper has a delicious 
tang and can be picked and eaten like 
an apple fur the same kind of cool, 
crunchy sweetness, with no bitter after¬ 
taste. The slightly elongated, chunky 
fruit 1 * especially delicious chilled, 
sliced into rings and served in a bowl 
with other crisp garden appetizers, and 
its thick, meaty walls make It an Ideal 
pepper for stuffing. It fries up crisp 
and aromatic, and freezes like a dream. 

The seeds ’ are started indoors or 
under glass and are set out about the 
same time as tomato plants, in full 
sun and rich soil. The fruits are ready 
for picking about 70 days after setting 
out.

In France, a* a boy of 16, he 
teas driving an ambulance during 
the furious fighting along the line 
of the Marne, terving with the 
French army; in India, at 18, he 
teas in charge of an elephant 
camp . near the Tibetan border, 
hauling logs out of the ifwwnin* 
forest; and in Canada, at 21, he 
teas a constable in the Royal Can¬ 
adian Mounted Police, earning 
$60 a month and yearning for ad¬ 
venture. 

Just ;*5 years later he was bead ot 
Canada's federal law enforcement body. 

Who is this man? i 

He is ex - Commissioner. Charles E. 
Rivett-Camac, now retiied and living in 
Victoria with Mrs. Ri\ett-Camac at 1759 
Rockland A\enue. 

Hu* Ull quiet-spoken, friendly mafi suggest* 
• background of law in the court room sense, or 
of the suave circles of diplomacy rather than 
battlefields, malarial jungle*, manhunt* and 
lonely patrol* ill the hareh, chill northland*. 

He mi horn of so old and distinguished Eng¬ 
lish family, originally Ryvct, in 1901, while hi* 
parents weir un leave m England, and verjf 
ahortly afterward* waa transported back to As¬ 
sam where hu lather wa* a deputy inspector- 
general of police in the Indian service. 

Undoubtedly the family * association with 
dhdM led him back there after the First World 
W*r. and probably his father s professional life 
influenced him in hi* decision to *eek service 
wnrh the RCMP when malana finaUy drove him 
out of the jungle. 

but his year* in the »ub-Arctic. the arduous 
testa of lone patrol*, unforgettable meetings with 
rvmarkaUe personalities, risk* accepted, and the 
eKiwnsno- of the way of life and philosophy of 
gw generou* and courageous people of the hin¬ 
terland certainly played a large part in the 
ahapmg of the character of a man who has 
played a distinguished role as a servant of an 

adopted country 

The Igor Gouzenko Case, at it became known 
to til Canadian*, drove home the fact that this 
country was not excluded from areas of espion¬ 
age oonduvted by Moscow It reminded the 
country that there were Inimical influence* at 
work even in the national capital, and that some¬ 
one believed we possessed well-guarded secrets 
conceivably capable of damaging a possible 
am-tny.

what is of interest la that C- E. Rivett-Camac 
w is sitting in the offioe of the assistant com¬ 
mas toner in charge at criminal investigation, a 
toft sikm m federal polioe administration, whea 
the Gounmjco bomb exploded in Ottawa.

the dramatic event* involved it is paraphrased 
her*: 

Prime Minister Mackenzie King and other 
high officials, including senior RCMP officers, 
were aw ire early in September that Gjasaenho 
h*<l certom intormation he was pirpFFed to pro- 
vide m return lor asylum and protection.

But the RCMP were instructed by the prime 
minister to do nothing for fear of diplomatic 
re percussion* "Too hot a potato,” Mr. King is 
quoted as having remarked. 

But Gouzenkos precipitancy finally compli¬ 
cated tile situation, making some sort of action 
unavoidable He ran away from the embassy, 
approached The Ottawa Journal with the infor¬ 
mation he had’ offered the police and the depart¬ 
ment of justice. He knew that It waa now only 
a matter of hours until he waa discovered to have 
fled: and although he was not particularly afraid 
for himself, he was desperately concerned- for 
the safety of his wife and little son. 

He waa actually carrying papers he had stolen 
from his embassy. 

He was frightened away from the newspaper 
offioe by a chance meeting with a woman in an 
elevator whom he suspected waa a secret Soviet 
agent, but returned later. On advice, he tried 
to reach the minister of justice. He was 
thwarted. Baffled, desperat* but helpless, he 
returned to his wife and child In their flat . . . 

Meanwhile, the RCMP had not been idle. 
Plainclothes men were watching Gouzenko, al¬ 
though he was' unaware of this protection. 

‘It did not take much imagination, though, to 
realize what might happen. Undoubtedly the 
agents of the WKD (secret poticel would at¬ 
tempt to make a search of the downtown apart¬ 
ment where Gouzenko lived as soon ss they dis¬ 
covered he was missing, and if they tiled to 
remove him fifcm the building, by force. ... an 
excuse would be provided lor ut to step m,” the 
ex-oo^imi*loner writes m his book.

"With this in mind . . . w stationed agenfs 
around his apartment . . . the -Soviet agents, if 
they appeared, would h^ve only one objective — 
to remove him to the embassy together with the 
documents -and if this was attempted ... we 
would know for sure that something was seriously 
wrong, that the papers Gouzenko had in his pos¬ 
session were definitely important, and that he 
was not some crack-brained jpdividual travelling 
around with an unfounded story." 

The Soviet agent who pounded on_ Gouzenko's 
door, finally, made no attempt to break In, but 
be increased the tensions. Gouzenko climbed 
across the balconies of adjoining apartments and 
told the tenant, an RCAF sergeant, something 
of his dilemma. The sergeant rode, off on a 
hicycie to summon city police. 

The Gouzenko family moved across the hall 
with friends for greater security. 

_ At about midnight four visitors from the em¬ 
bassy called at the vacant flat, the RCAF ser¬ 
geant- told them there was no ode at home and 
they departed, after thanking him politely. But 
they returned almost immediately to break down 
the doqr. 

By a pre-arranged light signal, the Gouzenkos 
had summoned the city police. On their arrival 
they discovered the Russians in _the process of 
searching the apartment. Claiming diplomatic 
immunity they were released, but the circum¬ 
stances indicated Gouzenko had earned official 
protection. This he was given. 

Next day Assistant Commissioner Rivett-Car- 
nac rook an official hand. Gouzenko was brought 
to him. 

"Here was someone wbo.had a wife, and child 
-—someone who was hanging by his fingertips on 
his own particular cliff, struggling, never know¬ 
ing whether help would come or what the next 
few moments would bring," the ex-commissloner 
wrote. He listened to the fugitive’s story' with 
read sympathy. 

He learned that secrets dt the atom bomb and 
other highly confidential information had been 
passed to the Russians by Communist 'sympa¬ 
thisers in the country who were in positions of 
trust. 

"It sounded incredible I" 

But it was true. 

The Gouzenko papers disclosed that Soviet 
agents were inside the department of external 
affairs and in the United Kingdom high com¬ 
missioner's office, passing secret information to 
the embassy agents. That was enough to hurry 
the police into action to get Gouzenko and his 
wife- who was expecting a baby in three months 
—under immediate cover. 

At all costs the Russian embassy must not 
learn that the police had Gouzenko's stolen papers 
and that their espionage was known and the 
authorities an the track of the agents. 

On Feb. 15, 1946, after intensive but secret 
Investigation, police swooiwd on the suspects — 
one of them, an atomic scientist had gone to Eng¬ 
land but under surveillance of the RCMP, and 
he was arrested there. When they (were finally 
arraigned before a Royal commission som® 
readily admitted passing secrets to the Russians. 
Nine were eventually convicted, including tlie 
only Labor Progressive member of Parliament, 
and nine were acquitted. 

Throughout all this period of trial and ten¬ 
sion. the deputy commissioner kept in mind 
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The year of 1866 daicned in Victoria, and it teas to be a year with events, a year

If we were ever to amount io^ny thing 
at all, and keep the Americans out, said 
the far-seeing men o I a century ago, the 
two crown colonies would have to be one, 
strong, and willing to take a chance. 
There were, of course, those Vancouver 
Islanders, who were opposed, because, said 
they, in their parochial way, this Island 
would be swallowed up and ignored by 
British Columbia. 

Junes Douglas stew not to have been for 
i union, and that could have bad something to do 
I with bis retirement to 1864. It was that year hr 
was knighted by Queen Victoria. He made two 
trips to Europe, but spent mosi ot Ids time In 
his mansion in Junes Bay, romping with Ms 
grandehaJdren, riding Ms carriage out to Mrt- 
rhwin, stalking in Beacon Hill Park, and in his 
James Bay house he died in 1877. 

I can only guess Douglas was not for union 
because of a letter he r eceiv ed to 1163. when he 
was governor of both colonies, fro m the Duke at 
Newcastle, Secretary of State tar the Colonies. 

Newcastle wrote **1 should have much de¬ 
sired if it bad been possible that these two 
colonies should have formed one government 
I feel confident that economy and efficiency would 
be then provided, that commerce would be fariU- 
taied. that political capacity would be developed, 
that the strength of the colonies would be con¬ 
solidated, and generally that their well-being 
would he greatly advanced by such a union, and 
X hope that moderate and far-seeing men in both 
communities wifi be convinced 1 1 this, and wffl 
bear In mirjd the expediency of avoiding or re¬ 
moving all'that is likely to impede, and Favoring 
all that is likely to* facilitate such a result." 

Douglas chose to turn a deaf ear to New¬ 
castle ; certainly he made no mqve to get the two. 
crown colonies together. 

When be left office, two royal governors came 
to these ports -Arthur Edward Kennedy of Van¬ 
couver Island and Frederick Seymour of British 
Columbia. 

Kennedy was the last governor of this Island, 
which had three, the others being Richard Blan¬ 
chard and James Douglas. British Columbia had

Editorially. The tolonUt waa a bit skeptical, 
but urged tolerance: , 

“The Interesting nuptials at Miss Columbia 
and Mr. Vancouver took place--in the presence 
of a number of spectators whose courttenarues 
bespoke a deep and nervous (?> interest in line 
event. 

“No sooner was the Gordion knot tied, and 
the happy pair pronounced one than Her Majes¬ 
ty s ships in Eaquimalt caught up the dying echo 
of the sarcedotal benediction and boomed forth 
a royal salute of 21 guns in honor of the occasion. 

No cards were issued, but the marriage 
licence and contract were publicjy exhibited for 
the gratification of enquiring friends and copies 
forwarded to the country districts that all might 
be enabled to learn the terms of this blissful 
union 

“The wooing and engagement were- not of, 
the moat harrqoniuus character, owinx to the 
moody disposition of the bride, but the proffered 
hand having been accepted and the vow solemn- 
bed. let us hope that their path through wedded 
life may be strewn with roses; that, appreciating 
each other the better, stoically overlooking mu¬ 
tual foibles, and being kindly affectioned. the 
one to the other, they may not only enjoy much 
domestic felicity themselves but may be the 
means of imparting It to those around them. 

“Weil, the heads of the respective rival house¬ 
holds have been made one. and It now becomes 
us to consider our position and’ duties as sub¬ 
ordinate members of the united family" 

There wa» not much excitement in the other 
capital at New Westminster, which should have 
been jubilant, because it wou.d continue the 
capital, while Victoria, as a capital, was to be 
kicked up tight. 

The British Columbian said: “The interest¬ 
ing ceremony by which the colony of Vancouver 
Island renounced its identity, its name and its 
institutions, and became an .ntegral part of 
the people. Indeed, it was almost devoid of any 
interfst. 

’Indeed, a stranger would have experienced 
some difficulty in deciding from the general de¬ 
portment of the assemblage whether the sheriff 
was discharging the unusual duty of proclaiming 
the 'banns’ between two colon.es, or the less 
pleasing one of reading a death warrant. 

“Not a cheer was given, ftot a hat raised, 
no smile of satisfaction lit up the puhlic coun¬ 
tenance, no congratulations were offered to the 
bride or bridegroom. The flag on the Hyark 
engine house was run up. as a signal to 1IMS 
Sparrow-hawk to fire a salute, but that Was U»e 
act of the government, not of the people 

The British Cblumbian had some advice: 
“Now that the deed is done, it will be our wis^ 
dom to 'let bygones be bygones’ and put forth 
our best efforts to hiakc the match a happy one 
—to sink, as far as possible, all those local and 
party differences and jealousies which have 
sprung up during the eight years of our 'single 
bliss' and looking upon the who.e as one colony 
wheih h Is. and one united community, which it 
ought to be. seek to promote the best interests 
of British Columbia as a whole.” 

Next day, however, The t •lanixl. shocked 
because Victoria was not the capital, took to 
grumbling and complaining about officials in New 
Westminster ignoring this pU^e and its citizens. 

The British Columbian snarled right back, 
and said rude things about Victorians: 


“Like most ill-assorted union that which -w.il 
consummated between British Columbia and 
Vancouver Island does not promise to be a very 
happy one, unless, indeed, we faii back U|s»n 

the homely adage a bild beginning makes a 
good ending.’ 

“We would fain hope such may prove to Im 
the case in this instance. Scarcely hud the rein* 
of the guns which heralded the completion of

The Coloaist told of the day: "Proclamation 
at union at noon—amid the firing of guns by 
the fleet at Eaqtrimah. Sheriff Adamson pro¬ 
claimed the union of the colonies before a crowd 
of 300 persona, and Vancouver Island ceased to 
exist as a separate government 
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, . Victoria was on the gal vtve for them. 
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the union died away when the first discontent 
growl was uttered by the puhHc of Victoria.* 

'This does not at all surprise us. It cannot 
surprise * anyone who has lieen a close observer 
of that restless, dieontented, misguided commu¬ 
nity on the Lsland. We never sup{x>sed that thosfe 
who. In political parlance, passed for 'the people 
of Victoria' would be content with union any more 
than they were without it. Indeed, for the matter 
of that it is extremely doubful whether "they will 
ever be content under any conceivable political 
condition 

“Yet one would imagine that considerations 
of mere policy would have suggested tlx- pro¬ 
priety of maintaining a sort of decorum during 
the 'honeymoon,' if no longer, more especially 
as the union was ail of their own seeking. 

“Su«-h, however, would not appear to be lire 
ease We are forced to admit that there docs 
appear to be a little irritating friction in the 
first working of the new political machinery But 
that is no more than might lie expected Tlie 
ship is only making her ‘trial run' so to speak: 
and it is scarcely fair to raise a 'hue and cry* 
against both ship and builder^ if every wheel and 
joint don't work smoothly just at the start “ 

Well, union was complete, but had feeling 
between Victoria and New Westminster rose and 
rose The jealousy was fierce. Victorians put 
up a great fight, aad on May 24 of 186S they 
won the capital came here, and here jf has 
been, and presumably always will he, though 
there's no doubt It would he more convenient 
to the majority of British Columbians if it was

Wartime Souvenirs 
May Kill You 


Eight of little Snoopy’s crew died when 
the Second World War torpedo exploded 
after being dredged up from the Atlantic 
bottom where it had lain for two decades. 
It was a horrifying freak tragedy; a tra¬ 
gedy that can —and will —be repeated 
again and again for many years to come! 
Perhaps in our own waters! 

It is easy to foresee such an accident recar¬ 
ring in the Atlantic's Torpedo Alley, where hun¬ 
dreds of Allied ships were sunk by Nazi U-boats.

British explosives experts travelled 295.000 
miles in 1963 disarming mines, missiles, artillery 
shell* . . Spanish fishermen netted three boxes 

of hand grenades of the Spanish .CJvh War . . . 
An English heavy equipment operator drove his 
machine over a 2.000'pound bomb three tiroes 
before recognizing the object and fleeing ... 
A Polish family discovered a five-foot bomb 
under the floor of the house in which they had 
lived in ignorant bliss for 2(^ years . . . Two 
American incendiary bombs were uncovered In 
the courtyard of Japanese Prince Akihifo's 
palace s . . An African boy died and another 
was Injured when they hammered a First World 
War artillery *heB . . . Three children died. 26 
were hurt when a bomb which they had found 
exploded when thrown onto an open fire ... 14 
South Koreans died when two scrap metal col¬ 
lectors attempted disarming a 155-millimetre . 
howitzer shell . . . 

The list of fatalities,and maimings continues 
—and not only in foreign countries ravaged by 
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the world wars. Canadians can and have died 
in similar tragedies 

The Royal Canadian Navy has 70 career 
divers who. among their many and varied duties, 
handle epo|osivcs and educate the public against 
dangers h&h* same An RCN piooeei in this 
deadly Held was the late Lt.-Cmdr. Edward L.

tempting to disarm a Japanese mine which had 
drifted ashore on Bonilla Island. 90 miles hum 
Prince Rupert, July 11. 1952. 

Bora at Ganger Harbor, Salt Spring Islands 
the 44-year-okt career officer had worked with the 
bomb disposal school since 1940 Some yean 
earlier: another ordnance expert died in a similar 
mishap. 

Other chores of an RCN diver, who is one 
of the 50 per cent who pass the demanding 
courses, are. underwater repairs, guarding 
against sabotage, salvage, seeking drowning vic¬ 
tims. surveying, clearing obstacles from landing 
beaches, teaching underwater safety to civilian 
skin-divers, and underwater, research At all

Until his transfer in May to the post of div¬ 
ing staff officer in Ottawa, second in command 
of the Pacific Command's diving establishment 
at Colwood was Lt.-Cmdr. Arthur W. .Rows*. In¬ 
terviewed In July, 1964. following a rash of war¬ 
time souvenirs and munitions incidents, Cmdr. 
Rowse had some startling information on the 
subject. 

In the previous 12-month -eriod. his men 
handled 264 incidents, including one dud hand 
grenade kept on a mantelpiece, smoke floats, a 
Second World War mine, a 1954 mine, home¬ 
made bombs and one case of home-made nitro¬ 
glycerine!

In fact, after so many years In the field, 
he says: "I've ceased being amazed at what 
people have . . . For example, I know of one 
man who baa six grenades, wh.ch I'm sure are 
• alive. 

"We get all kinds of hand grenades mortar 
shell* (two-inch, three-inch ano 81-millimetre), 
50. calibre machine-gun ammo. 20-mm and 13- 
pound shells, American practice bombs . . . “ 
His greatest fear is the pyrotechnic type ef 
weapon—firecrackers. 

"These things usually lauk quite harmless 
. . They don't explode, but they hum with fan¬ 
tastic heat and you can't put them out They ds 
designed to burn under water." , 

One of his most remarkable existences was 
the case of a man who made a lamp rag S 13- 
pound practice bomb. "I keep remembering.** 
he marvels, "every time he turned the lamp on. 
there waw-an electrical spark . , "* 

Ih 1959 he was assigned to locating the grave 
of an ammunition ship which sank oft .Newfound¬ 
land in 1944. Wanting "local information. I asked 
fisherman. Royal Canadian Mounted Police, fish- 
cries department officials, for help Incidentally, 
this will give you some idea of our backlog-1 
was sent after a 1944 wreck In 1959’ 

"Well, I walked into this one (Khermaa’s 
house, and was asking him about ihe wreck, 
wher I happened to notice five four-iheh. fixed 
ammo brazed together around a fireplace. 

"With a terrific *tork I noticed they were 
live. These shells weighed 67 puund-c each, total¬ 
ling more than 300 pounds, of high* explosive— 
enough to level a city block. I had fhe devil s 
own time in getting them from this chap!" 

Strangely, there is no law forbidd&g iwssea- 
sion of such curios thus the irony of Cmdr Rowse 
having to "talk'' the owner into parting with 
them. He says: *1 know of live hand grenades 
in a man's home here He thinks they're safe,

The fact explosives do not. like wine, m.dtow 
with age. makes Cmdr. Rowse say: "I'd rather 
do anything else than handle old dynamite. 

"Explosives never deteriorate into something 
more safe. Tltey re unstable compounds to betyn 
with and they break down into more unstable 
compounds 

“That's why we worry when kids pick ap 
a practice bomb ar .303 die I Much was sale to 
handle 20 years ago.”

areas ta which wartime mines are still to lie 
found 

The preface read*; “DAPAC is designed to 
present in a single publication all known danger 
areas and other war-created hazards ta the 
PacMc. together with toformation on swept chan¬ 
nels and anchorage*. During the Secood World 
U'ar, numerous danger areas were created in the 
Pacific Ocean areas as a result of extensive 
mining both hy The Allied forces and the erthmy. 
FnBowing the termination of hoatiHlies, there 
arose Me need far an unclassified medium 
disaemuiate information odnoerfang thi* type of 
danger ... It was ihna believed that the danger-? 
would shortly be eliminated . . . However, such 
was not the case. Many areas still remained 
dangerous , . . 

“Owing the Korean conflict, additional 
danger areas were created and these were in¬ 
corporated in DAPAC. This publication remains 
all the known effective danger areas that re¬ 
mained after both conflicts " 

A small oafte inside Me front cover says: 

"Neither Me (J-S Navy hy d rogr a phic oftioe. nor 
die J apa ne s e government can guar* iee nor in 
any nr p r es e nt s horn hy eitaer af them to he ipi- 
pdmd front Me inor sf DAPAC. that Me routes 
descrilied in it are free from mines; unmarked 
wrecks or similar risks. No resionsibility fcill 
be accepted for any injury, damage or loss from 
such risks."

Yet another danger from the-war is Japanese 
balloon bombs These ingenious devices floated 
acraa ta Pacific carrying toorodiary bombs. It 
ta estimated at least 9.000 were launched -yet 
only 90 have been recovered throughout Canadn 
Many, certainly, did not comp le te the trip But 
Cmdr. Rowse believes than*arid* did. and are to 
be found today in B.C's lonely forests.

In lighter vein, our pioneer recalled a certain 
fair of brother* who placer-mined at French 
Greek, and whom he au* pec led of somewhat 
doubtful ethics. There was an unexplained fire, 
lor instance, which luckily destroyed the mine 
buildings just in time to prevent an investigation 
which might have proved that the mine itself 


bad been nefariously salted. And then there a as 
the matter of a very fine team of horses. Fatal ' 
accidents kept hap|>emng to those horses, and 
each time the brothers collected from some gul¬ 
lible source the sum of $600 to purchase another 
pair of animals. 

"Only each time.” chuckled Hall. "I knew 
for a fact It was the same team''* 

The wilderness harbored all sorts Some time 
ago writer Ce<*il Clark v*)d for The Islander the 
story of a light-fingered gentleman calling him¬ 
self Smith, who had been with an American regi¬ 
ment and had got aw«y from that country with 
an exceedingly large sum of money. He disap¬ 
peared into the Umbered fastnesses of BC. and 
built himself a rustic home. 

"Knew him well.” said Bert, "and stayed 
with him in hit house. Quite a pleasant little 
man. he was!" 

The years were marching by. Shortly before 


the First World War Hall went back to England 
pn a visit. He became engaged to Miss Madge 
Barnes, whose brothers he Bad known during 
school When he rejurned to Canada, his fiancee 
followed him and they were married in Revel- 
stoke. 

The bride seems to have taken to the out- 
dor life at once She went on surveys with her 
husband whenever jjxjssible. and loved it all. She 
learned to handle a canoe and she panned for 
gold. On one safari she went along as cook for 
the crew, and earned $1 a day! The two of them 
came to Vancouver Island, and Bert cruised for 
timber in what was then the virgin forests near 
Cowichan I-ake He was sent out, too. as evalu¬ 
ator for various lands, and this, perhaps, may 
have been what led him eventually into i real 

estate here in Victoria. For a long time hd was_

with a local firm and then went into business 
on his own. Frequently he made trips hack east, 
advertising lands for sale in'B.C.. and interview¬ 
ing prospective buyers, many of whom duly came 
to the west coast and became properly owners. 
He built up a name for himself as an evaluator, 
and was often called into the court* to. give ex¬ 
pert opinion on some ‘ disputed piece of land. 
Moresby Island Is one of the valuable proi>erties 
•'regarding which his services were enlistixl. 

Today, he is retired, and a widower. His 
married daughter, Mrs. C. H. Dowling, lives at 
1781 McRae.

At this 
time there were no loses of any 
value relating to fisheries.** 

The original member* at the Tuna 
Club were sox prominent Californians. Mr. 
Holder was elected Its first president. After 
tjfr purpose of the dub became generally 
Known many men at natio n al stature 
joined, among them Theodore Roosevelt, 
president of the United States. 

One of the first accomplishments of 
the dub was to standardize tackle to cover 
the whole range of salt water angling. 
These rules have since been adopted by 
most salt water fishing dubs around the 
world. 

Ia toe summer of 199C, Dr. J. A. Wibom, af 
Santa Barbara, California; Mrfrlltr Haight. m» 
ager of the Wiltows Hotel at Campbell Ttiver, 
and A. N. Wolverton of Vancouver, met in the 
hotel with the intention of orgaaiziQg a club some¬ 
what similar to the famous Tuna CM» at Avalon. 
Santa Catalina Island, its purpose to discourage 
the um of hawBtoes and to raise sport Ashing 
ethics at Campbell River. At thia meeting Dr - 
Wiixjm, an active me m ber of the Tuna Club, 
guided toe (Mscttesion. He suggested the rules 
which were adopted a year later af an organiza¬ 
tion me e t in g held lapwt, 1105. at which Dr. 
Wiirarn was elected Its first president, an afficr 
he held for three years.

Edward Painter also attended the 1925 or¬ 
ganization meeting as aa o bserver At home he 
told his wife. Jane, of the proceedings and the 
aims of the club and while they both ho|>ed that 
awe dsty ferir own plans would be realized they 
never imagtoed that in a few years the name 
Painter would mean as much to the sport fishing 
world as (be name at the Tyee Club itself. 

Dr. Wibom era* particularly capable of pro¬ 
posing the regulations for he was familiar with 
the early writings of British anglers about Camp¬ 
bell River Ashing which had apiwared from time 
to time in toe sportsmen s magazine. "Hie Field; 
he had read ISport in Vancouver and Newfound¬ 
land by Sir John Rogers in which details and 
comments on his taclde wre discasaed and his 
UM day by day Campbell River catch 

He had also accompanied Zane and R. C. 
Grey to Campbell River hi August. 1*19. where, 
to the astonishment of local fishermen and Indian 
boatmen, tyee up to 50 pounds were taken on 
Catalina Sght tackle which limits the line to 30- 
poond test. These ex| k t le ss ees Zane Grey re- 
uardad to Tates af Fresto Water Fishing published 
la 19* 

In 19*7 a formal charier of incorporation 
was granted under the British Columbia Societies 
Act to the Ty*e dub of British Columbia and in 
the rules and regtoa lions of the club wete defined 
and provision made for ■ warding Tyee Club but¬ 
tons. bronze, silver, gold, diamond and ruby 
far accredited catches of Chinook salmon 30. 40, 
5*. GO and 70 pounds respectively.

At Campbell River white Ed found sport 
Ashing proi|iectB excellent he noted that farilitie* 
were inadequate especially since sportsmen de¬ 
pended on Indians with dugouts or to white men 
wito rowboats as heavy and clumsy as to be 
of little use in the racing tides of Di s cos ary 
Passage. 

Fislung was usually confined to the bourn 
around the slack, but men so. sometimes an 
angler oomfietled to follow a large fish into the 
stream and finding himself carried mites from 
the fishing grounds w;< forced to trail far a 
change of tide before being able to return. 

In the early 193b the. Willows f otrl was toe 
only accommodation at Cam|>bell River and while 
It was very comfortable and according to early 
writers set an excellent table it was more than 
a mile from the tyee pools at the mouth of the 
river This made rawing heavy, clumsy boats 
to the fishing grounds not only time consuming 
but at certain stages of the tides almost im- 
po><<ible Many sportsmen, especially Those em¬ 
ploying Indian tiaormen preferred to sra* to the 
ranrtwrte. where their boatmen lived -athrr than 
bo* Iterate to fight the c o rren b .

after more than 49 years, there'’ are those who 
delight in its nearness to the sea. to the fishnqt

scribed for the cloae to nature fiahermaa. Far 
themselves, the Painfera bulh a frame aott ag e 
where Jane kept the early club records and la 
nearby alwd Ed iatllt boats except when called 
away la be official welghmaatrr.

After a study of the tidal eddies at the mouth 
of the Campbell and the 18 knot currents through 
Discovery Passage Ed. settled on 12 and 14-toot 
lap-strake cedar boats arranged so that the guide 
Towed from near the bow while his "sports, one 
nr two depending on the length of the boat, faced 
the atom. 

Edward Painter was one of the first to recog¬ 
nise I he potential of the newly-developed ouitoaid 
enable and he built tfie square stem of his boats 
strong enough for their support Under club rules 
engines are allowed for going to and coming from 
the fishing grounds and for returning to the club¬ 
house with a tyee which may have bent fought 
.Blrough Discovery Passage la Cape Mudge if 
half way north to Seymour Narrows. 

For nearly half a century no change in design 
of Ed. Painter's easily rowed, easily bundled 
boats has been fowid necessary and more than 
cue of Ed.'a clinker built cedar skiffs has been 
bought by American sportsmen glad enough to 
pay shipping charges and import duties into the 
United States. 

Another Ed. Patoter accomplishment, one 
that'has meant so much towards the success of 
the Tyee Club, was Us ability to attract the right 
men as guides. A guide must not only be a good 
and tireless boatman but most have a keen in¬ 
terest in fishing and an ability to know and read 
the water. He must also have a certain stability 
of character and be able to satisfy "sports' who 
may at times be a bit treasonable. , A guide 
must always be cheerful even after long hours, 
perhaps days of hard work when ao fish has been 
hooked by his fitoermaa while others round about 
have boasted 40 pounder* These are the men 
Edward Painter attracted and wi»u still guide 
from Painter’s Resort year after year. To name 
a few would be unfair, except it would not be un¬ 
just to mention Edward's brother Joe who after 
many years is still guiding Then, too, there is 
Joey Painter, the son of Edward and June. He 
knows the water from Seymour Narrows to Cape 
Mudge and around the earner to Rebecca Spit, 
he carries the Painter tradition forward on a wide 
pair of shoulders. At the Lodge. Madge Mrs. 
Joe Painter, senior, serves the new owners. Mr. 
and Mrs. D. C Corbett, aa hostess. 

After the resort was sold ir 1948 the Ed. 
Painter family moved to their delightful cottage 
oo the brink of a bank overlooking Discovery 
Passage. From a picture window a vista is spread 
from Menzies Mountain along Discovery Passage 
to Cape Mudge and beyond to little Mitlenaoh out 
in Georgia Strait and back nenin along the Island 
shore to the Spit Camp which after more than 
48 years has lost none of Ms popularity. 

Al the foot of the bank is a > do-it-yourself** 
cottage where Joey Painter live with his wife 
and young daughter and nearby is the old-shop 
where Edward Painter built r hoats until he died 
Dec. 4. 1960. 

There is one > more incident to add to the 
Painter saga In order to make M Complete. June 
Painter’s granddaughter. Patricia Hughes, a 50- 
poond slip of a girl, hooked nnd fought for several 
minutes the largest tyee, T3V4 pounds, ever'taken 
at Campbell River.

These cotiagea became so po|Jular that 
raeervaitone are stilt made aa long as • year 
to advance. 

By toe late 193to, aa the fern* of Painters 
and Campbell River fishing spread Ed and June 
real toed that farther expansion waa imperative, 
and tost new accommodations must be of a kind 
to satisfy tbe most fastidious sportsman. 

In 1930 the resort was enlarged by a large 
building on the brow of the hill overlooking Dis¬ 
covery Passage. In 1940 the main lodge was 
added and since then addition* and alterations 
have been made la keep it Up to date. . 

The site of Painter's Resort waa weD ehoaen. 
In the Lodge a wall almost of solid glass face* 
Discovery Passage to taka advantage of a view 
Which sweeps from Mentors Mouptafe. past Gase- 
tand Harbor. Quathlaakl Ctove to Cape Mudge on 
the tip of Quadra Island. Traffic up and down 
the passage la always fascinating, cruise liners, 
rusty tramps, fag barges, tugs of many wasa. 
fishing craft from purse seiners to the Pntotac 
skiffs bust Hag to and from the fishing pools.

When the re s ort opened to ItM followed by 
tie new lodge building in I»40. June Paintar was 
manageress until the Painters sold to 1948. 

Mrs Patotrr Is one of those ladies with a 
geaias far management and a faculty of attract- 
tog help dedicated to the service of guests. 

Painter* Resort, open afl the year, la run 
as a fishing lodge where sportsmen come first; 
where all details resolve around the coov sut a si ca 
of anglers. There are vacuum bottles of eoffeo 
and sandwiches for "■ports'' going to the fishing 
pools In the chill before dawn. There is coffee, 
cookie- and friendly conversation around the 
large fireplace when the fishing day is dme. It 
Is there that tales of triumph are proudly told 
and excuses made far disaster. 

While the emphasis at Campbell River la 
easnmnnly placed an tyee fishing, a season which 
lasts a little njpre than eight weeks, there la 
much more to interest and attract ifnTtamsaL 
Coho fishing lasts from early summer to long 
after the tyee season is dune. Many fishermen 
combine the two by fishing al dawn and duak far 
tyee and fear coho at Quatblaski Cove and a asiro- 
ber of other places through the hours between. 
Many anglers admit, perhaps a little reluctantly.

Apart from the New Brunswick- 
Maine incident, the book deals with 
the long drawn out dispute which 
finally settled the botmdary from 
the Thousand Islands to the Great 
Plains, the complicated carving up 
of Alaska and the boundary dispute 
which centred on San Juan Island 
in the Strait of Georgia 

Colonist readers will be most fas¬ 


cinated by the Saa Juan section of 
Hie book. The story of how an Am¬ 
erican squatter shot a pig belonging 
to the Hudson's Bay Company and 
refused to appear before a British 
jurist is a familiar one. 

Mr. Classen tells it anew, but 
shows the incident in its wide inter¬ 
national context. 

A bureaucrat In London arbi¬ 
trarily drew the border line through 
the middle of San Juan Island. This 
went unnoticed until the shooting of 
the unfortimate pig. 

Governor Sir James Douglas 
sought to handle the matter locally, 
but it grew in importance when Che 
navy realized that an unfriendly gun 
battery on San Juan could dominate 
Haro Strait, render Esquimalt base 
useless and so leave Canada's west 
coast unprotected. 

British and American garrisons 
were established on the island, high- 
ranking civilians and navy men be¬ 
came involved. The matter was then 
taken up in London and Washington 
and finally arbitrated by Kaiser Wil¬ 
helm I of Germany. 

In this section of the book we 
meet many of the wijlt rememlierod 
people from Vancouver Island's past 


Including the Irrepressible Amor de 
Cosmos, founder and editor of Tbo 
Coloatat, who used the incident to 
belabor his pet enemy, Governor 
Douglas. 

The San Juan section, like all 
other parts of the book, ia extremely ^ 
, well handled. Mr Classen is a 
master of his subject and of conden¬ 
sation, a rare combination. 

AL of the old border disputes be¬ 
tween Canada and the United States 
were due to the errors and over¬ 
sights of early surveyors. The 
wonder is that with the enormous 
difficulties they encountered they 
ever managed to do as well as they 
did. 

How the difficulty of finally estab¬ 
lishing the border was overcome is 
told in the last chapter. 

Thrust and Counterthmst de¬ 
serves a wide sale. Schools and 
universities will find its contents re¬ 
warding. Not only the contents, the 
presentation, too. 

History, aa usually presented, 
has bored generations of children. 
This is a crying shame for history 
need never be dull. 

Mr. Classen ia a find. I hope he 
will now turn his talents to other 
aspects of Canadian history. What 
-ia badly needed Is a Canadian equi¬ 
valent of Profrssoi G. If. Tre¬ 
velyan's English Social History. 

And Mr. Classen is just the man to 
attempt it.

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Once upon a teacup might Ik* the theuie to the life story of Mrs. J. Williams, tealeaf 
reader extraordinary of Victoria, who vows that her gift is both unasked for and some¬ 
times even unwanted. "I never wished to have this gift, it just grew with me and I cul¬ 
tivated it,” she told me over a cup of tea. 


I discovered Mrs. Williams one 
bleak and rainy day on a Christmas 
shopping foray into town. A pot 
of tea never comes amiss with me 
at any time , and to meet with such 
an interlude as this was as unex- 
pet ted as it was surprising for both 
of us. 

Heading the signs began for her when she 
was a teen-ager in the Saskatchewan provincial 
town where she was born. She ^discovered that 
the little patterns made by the tealeaves took 
on a significance that she had never suspected. 
•‘The things I discovered about people in those 
early day*,” she said, "were unbelievable." 

Site had no idea then that it was to play 
- quae a large pan in her future life, and the 
realization that she had a considerable ability 
' to "tune in to people" at times frightened her. 
It was something that she never quite overcame. 

Mrs. Williams is a sincere and practical 
woman. She told me that her natural aptitude 
in this sphere was far removed from her life 
»s a professional beauty operator. What her 
clients would think of her subterranean activities 
she has not paused to consider. Anyway. the 
alchemy of the two would appear to conflict. 

With a disarming smile she confided that she 
had never attempted to mix the two. But she 
has H and she's stuck with It, and she believes 
fervently that she must use it to help the people 
who come to her for their own particular reasons. 

"Everyone has gifts,” Mrs. Williams said. 
"Some people use them selflessly and some don't. 
Many use them without even being aware of it.” 
But this last she considers not without hazard. 
It makes, for a non-productive element which can 
be unresponsive to others, especially a her line. 

"1 am completely aware of mine and its re¬ 
sponsibility.” she said, "and as a result I have 
given it many years of study and have taken a 
great deal of trouble to improve It.” She thinks 
that much of it is intuitive bat cannot explain 
It even to herself. 

Mrs. Williams knows that, a large part of the 
challenge that people present to her Is more per¬ 
ception than prediction. "Because,'' she told me 
quite decisively, ‘it is not a forfeiting of the 
future no one but God can do that. It is rather 
a rfieans of confirming that which already it.” 

, She said that somehow the things she can 
reveal about people come to her as mind pictures 
of their own accord. Occasionally she will ask 
a subject to turn a card in order to substantiate 
her findings and expand them. , 

This is an art in itaeif, and even a passing 
knowledge of cards requires a great deal of con¬ 
centrated work and attention. Mrs. Williams 
told rAe that the accumulated knowledge of cen¬ 
turies lhas resulted in the arrangement of the 
innupwit looking playing cards of today. 

bhe herself uses a pack which is as antique 
as it is strange to iodk at, and she values It 
greatly. She endeavored to explain to me some 
of the secrets of the language of cards, but I fear 
I am not as responsive to them 'as she, and the 
fascinating language still remains as foreign to 
me as ever. 

However. Mrs. Williams did tell me some¬ 
thing about myself which I must acknowledge 
became fact within a few days. She told me that 
sudden unexpected changes in my plans for the 
future were taking place. They came about in 
such a way as to appear Impossible to me at 
the time of telling. 

But the knowledge did serve to temper the 
shock, and it would have happened anyway 
whether or not she had warned me about It. As 
she said, "nothing is impossible, and who are 
we to disbelieve the evidence of our eyes?” 

I asked Mrs. Williams if she knew why people 
came to her for teacup readings, and she readily 
admitted that they did ao mostly for entertain¬
